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REMARKS 

The Amendments to the Specification 

The specification was amended by replacing the existing Cross Reference to Related 
Applications section with an updated Cross Reference to Related Applications section. 

The Amendments to the Claims 

Claim 1 was amended by deletion of the term 'O' from the definition of variable X 
and by deletion of the term 'thienyl' and the proviso from the definition of variable Z. Claim 
2 was amended by deletion of the thienyl moiety from the definition of variable Z. Claim 4 
was amended by replacement of the thienyl moiety with a phenyl moiety in the definition of 
variable Z. Applicants submit that the amendments to claims 1, 2 and 4 were made in order 
to remove subject matter from the present claims that is covered by U.S. Patent 6,552,067 
and allowed application U.S.S. N. 10/326,366. Claim 9 was amended by deletion of the 
previous group of compounds and by addition of a new list of compounds. The previous list 
of compounds was deleted because a claim to these compounds was allowed in U.S.S. N. 
10/326,366. Support for the new list of compounds in claim 9 is in the specification from 
page 54 to page 106. Particularly, the title compounds of Examples 1A-1H, 2A-2K, 4A-4B 
and 5 A-5B have been added by this amendment. Method of treatment claims 22 and 23 have 
been added. Claim 22 covers the treatment of conditions that present with impaired renal 
function in a mammal, such as renal osteodystrophy and diabetic nephropathy. Support for 
claim 22 is in the specification at page 11, lines 26-30 and page 41, line 21 through page 42, 
line 7. Support for claim 23 is in the specification at page 11, lines 20-25. Applicants submit 
that no new matter has been added by these amendments.
